Subject advised ho was born H/ll/19, 
Til Kao, .Latvia- educated alga.

Army In lr' 3 v and subsequently fought, 
in Latvian Legion under Germans against 
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In Germany he. war. contacted by someone Prom 
American intelligence, which ho believes was CIO, and 
lie did for a time furnish military type of information 
to the Americans, He said he was using the name 
POLIS at that time but did not recall hi p - ever using 
the name WELLINGTON, although he could have done sc. 
He spent a considerable time in Germany, where lie 
eventually met his present wife and he eventually 
made his way to the United States in 1955 . 

He stated he had never been involved in 
any Communist activities nor had he been arrested in 
connection with any such activity. He stated that 
one time while he was in Biga, ho had been questioned 
by the police concerning the activities o" several 
students who were or were believed to he Coiumruni sts, 
ANCAES had roomed with one of them for a v/hile. ' 



;{e stated his cistern had never been e agave: 
in any Communist activities- and ha." never been arrests 
for any 3 uch activity. Likewise, none of his brother: 
to his knowledge, had ever been members of the Coremun:' 
Party nor had any of them ever served in the- Latvian 
Parliament to his knowledge. 



Subject said that one older, brother, PSTETlf. 
ANCANS, who is now about sixty years old and who had 
fought in World War I, had been a mayor of a small tov 
In Latvia both before and during the last part of d'orl 
War I.l, but he was never a member of the Latvian ?arlj 
to his knowledge. 



Subject stated that 
brother, ALNOHS AllCA NS , rervLdi 
family farm in Tilzas/ Latvia, 
also liven on a farm about two 
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some years ago. He said he has occasional c or r'acDo ndcr.c e 
with h.if 'brother, writing to his sister and using his 
wife’s maiden name as the sender. However, he has 
not. been able to learn very much personal knowledge 
concerning his family through this method as they 
have to be extremely discreet. 

As to the remainder of his family, the 
subject stated that his brother, FETTERS ANCAIJS, who 
was formerly active in. the Latvian Army in World War I 
and who was a mayor of a small town. in Latvia, is 
now in Stockholm, Sweden ^ A second brother, JANE'S 
JOSIPS ANCAHS, is presently living in Sydney, Australia. 

A brother, AUGUSTS ANCANS, who was an officer of 
artillery in the. Latvian Army, was captured by the 
Soviets. and died of tuberculosis after about six months. 
The last brother, DOMINIES ANCANS, was also taken 
prisoner by the Soviets and spent eleven years in 
Siberia. He died in i960. 

He stated chat he :is President of the American 
Latvian Handicapped War Veterans, Incorporated. The 
secretary of the organization lives in Manhattan but 
he does receive some correspondence at his residence. 

He said that they have no actual physical headquarters. 

He said the organization . actually goes back to Nor Id 
Mar I and they have some members from World Mar- I, sorer 
from. the ''Freedom' War” in Latvia in the early 1920s, 
as well as veterans from World bar II.
